July 24, 1974 

The Supreme Court 
rules unanimously 
that Nixon must turn 
over the tape 
recordings of 64 
White House con- 
versations. rejecting 
the president's claim 
of executive privilege. 
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Reporters Woodward, left, and Bernstein and their editor, Bjadlee, trusted Deep Throat’s status in the administration. 
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Current and former FBI agents rallied around W. Mark Felt, right, when he was charged with authorizing illegal break-ins in a probe of the Weather Underground. Felt was convicted but pardoned by President Ronah
